Along about nine o'clock the young 
gentleman applied to Mr. Holliday 
for a room, and was put to bed, but 
not for long. 
Before many minutes 
had elapsed the roomer began raising 
a howl up stairs, and before the dis­ 
turbance could be investigated, he 
came downstairs and walked up the 
street to the square, shaking hands 
jvery one he met, and telling 
them of many startling things which 
were to happen. 
Accordimg to his 
statements, Christ would come at one 
o ’clock that night: a big cyclone was 
to strike Alvord at an early date; all 
the states of the union (but twelve) 
w’ould be destroyed in a short time; 
and to everyone he met, the young 
man gave a special warning of some 
awful calam ity. 
A considerable crowd gathered on 
the square while a runner went for 
the officers. 
Nightwatchman Charley 
Hardwick arrived on the scene and 
tried to quiet the young man, who 
was plainly suffering from 
mental 
hallucinations. 
While talking, the 
s wung fellow took his knife from his 
pocket, and before he could be hin­ 
dered he made a run for Officer H ard­ 
wick, brandishing the knife. 
In an 
effort to evade the knife, Mr. 
Hard­ 
wick fell, the young man jumping on 
the officer and using tim knife, stab- 
Charley in the shoulder and on the 
head. 
Several 
ugly 
gashes were 
made in the officer’s coat. 
Archie 
Morris went to tile rescue, taking the 
knife, and holding the 
brainstorm 
victim till 
others 
intervened 
and 
took the young gentleman to the jail, 
where medical attention was 
given 
him. 
The cuts received by Nightwatch­ 
man Hardwick were not serious. 
Investigation showed that the young 
man who had created the disturbance 
lived several miles below Decatur, 
and just recovered from a severe case 
of measles and fever. 
He had been 
refused heavy diet by his parents. 
V\u Monday he left home, went to a 
intry 
store, 
ate 
a quantity of 
canned goods, later coming to De­ 
catur, where he further satisfied his 
hunger. 
Physicians say this over­ 
eating. ’with his feverish condition, 
caused the mental unbalance. 
On 
Tuesday morning the young fellow 
had fully recovered his right mind 
and was released. 


W hat is believed to be the severest 
penalty assessed against a man for 
whipping a boy in Texas has been 
given Ed Muck, a farmer living near 
Temple. Munz was fined $1,000 and 
sentenced to two years in jail or on 
the country road, for whipping 8-year- 
old Earl Blake. 
Besides this fine, Munz must pay 
the court costs of several hundred 
dollars; a $500 judgment in a damage 
suit in behalf of the boy, while a suit 
for a like amount in behalf of the 
boy’s mother is pending. Munz al­ 
ready has paid the money fine in the 
principal case, and has begun his 


The Blake boy’s father is dead. 
His mother not being able to care for 
him agreed to 
l e t Munz take him for 
his board and clothing to do 
the 
chores about the farm. 
Father P. A. Hickman, pastor of 
St. M ary’s Catholic church, and " h o 
is also humane officer, found the boy, 
and after hearing his story, and look­ 
ing at the wounds, filed a complaint 
against Munz. He was placed on trial 
and p l e a d e d guilty. His only reason 
for whipping the boy was that “ lie 


told a lie." 
Testimony developed that the un­ 
truth referred to was that the boy had 
said that he got w 
a 
t e 
r for the chick­ 
ens from the well when he had gotten 


it from the cistern. 
The boy testified that Munz baa 
whipped him “ lots of time,” and that 
five that he could remember he had 
whipped him “ awful haid. 
The whipping that resulted in the 
arrest of Munz had been done while 
the hands and legs of the boy were 
tied. A buggy whip and a blacksnake 
whip, each of which had “ a long 
cracker," were used to Hog the child.

ber of citizens learned of the extent of 
the boy’s injuries* they became so en­ 
raged ‘that the officers deemed it un­

WAKING T H E 
HOTBED 
For the northern latitudes ii* 
to make plans for the hotbed, 
dinary family use this need not 
large. 
Three and a half by eight or 
ten feet will be large enough to give 
early radish and lettuce for the table 
and to start the early cabbage, tomato, 
egg, pepper and other plants desired. 
Storm sash may be used for the cover­ 
ing of the bed, and the size of the bed 
should be arranged to accommodate 
such sash as one may have. 
It is wed 
if the pit for the bed was dug before 
freeze up last fall. 
If not the bed 
may be made on a level with the 
ground. 
In fact, the writer has seen 
a very successful bed made on the top 
of a three foot manure idle that had 
been put in one corner of the garden. 
The site selected should be as shelter­ 
ed from the wind as possible and 
where it will catch the most sunshine. 
The frame for the bed should be so ar­ 
ranged that the sash will tilt six incli- 
s or more to the south. 
When tilings 
are ready, containing but little straw. 
fresh horse manure should be put in 
to the depth of eight or nine inches 
and smoothed and packed down. This 
should be moistened with several pails 
of waler and the sash put on.

be put on to the depth of four or five
